As students of history and 
philosophers have indi¬ 
cated, people must under¬ 
stand what happened in 
the past in order to live in 
the future. The daily news¬

While Toffler's work 
called attention to change 
and its impact on society, 
a book appearing in the 
1980's, Megatrends: Ten 
New Directions Transform¬ 
ing Our Lives by John 
Naisbitt (Warner Books; 

New York; 1982), discussed 
how the study of changing 
conditions could offer in¬ 
sight about life in the future. 

Naisbitt, a social re¬ 
searcher and analyst, 
provided an analysis of 
changing social, political, 
and economic trends, both 
past and current, which, 
he concluded, will impact 
our lives in the years to 
come. His conclusions were 
developed and defined 
using "content analysis," 
a research methodology 
utilizing daily newspapers 
which was developed by 
the intelligence community 
during World War II. 


Briefly, "content analysis" • 
allows one to study change 
by examining shifting pat¬ 
terns of human behavior 
at the local level.. .by read¬ 
ing and analyzing local 
newspapers.

The South 



The Atlanta Constitution be¬ 
gan printing in 1868, during 
the grim Reconstruction Era 
following the Civil War. The 
newspaper's name was 
suggested by President 
Andrew Johnson, who 
thought it fitting for a Demo¬ 
crat newspaper espousing 
the restoration of Constitu¬ 
tional government in the 
South. Georgia was under 
Federal military rule at the 
time. 


One of many lucky 
strokes to befall The Con¬ 
stitution was the hiring of 
Henry W. Grady as a politi¬ 
cal writer. Grady became 
famed throughout the 
United States as the spokes¬ 
man for an industrialized, 
proud "New South" and the 
discountenance of sectional 
prejudices. Grady was in¬ 
strumental in hiring Joel 
Chandler Harris, who later 
authored the "Uncle Remus" 
tales.

Late in the night of Sep¬ 
tember 17,1851, in an 
unfinished structure with 
no glass in its windows, 
whiskered and heavily 
mustached men were bent 
over copy paper and 
printer's forms. They worked 
by candlelight. Most of the 
candles were stuck on nails 
jutting from pine boards. 

The printers fastened can¬ 
dles onto their type cases. 
Boxes of fresh sawdust and 
carpenter's litter sent up a 
heady pine aroma. In this 
unlikely setting, the first 
issue of The New York Times 
was born. 

That first historic issue re¬ 
ported on fires in the Sixth 
District of New York City, 
President Millard Filmore's 
trip to New England, a for¬ 
est fire in remote Flatbush, a 
furor on Sixth Avenue over 
ladies daring new bloom¬ 
ers, and a two-pound 
tomato grown in rural Long 
Island. A good portion of 
the newspaper was culled 
from European newspapers 
and from journals all over 
the United States, especially 
California, where there was 
a gold rush in progress.
